letter* (Note* An interesting development occurred with respect to the 
FUTRA address serviced by AEGASSOWART 6. The second letter sent to this 
address, inadvertently addressed to Ludwig instead of lyuborayr FUTRA, had been 
interested by CIS and revealed that before the letter was passed on by the 
post office, the address on the envelope had been corrected to iread FUTORSKYY, 
and the street address crossed out and a post office box substituted in its 
. jplace* This is the letter which was >^ot received by FUT(®SKYY* 

^ AECASSCWARI 6 (without revealing ■»hat showed s in the copy of 

dS report) ihelher FUTORSKYY had a post office box, and he said to his know** 
ledge FOTO^KYY did not have a PO box* The question arises as to ihether by 
coincidence there is a Ludwig FUTORSKYY idio rents a post office box but ^o 
does not live at the address used by l^ubomyr FUTORSKYY; or has FUTORSKYY, for 
some unknown reason, rented a post office box which he chose to ke^ secret*. 

To get to the bottom of this enigma, SOB intends to check the post office box 
in question, and if it txnns out that this is lyuborayr FUTCfflSKYY*s box, then 
perheps he will be questioned about it* Actually, we do not think it too 
far fetched to imagine that FUTORSKYY could have been instructed 1;^ some other 
service, once he reported being used as a letter drop, to rent a post office 
box to idjich the mail would be channeled, thus circumventing mail interc^tion 
at this end of the line*);.

1* AECASSOWARY 3 had been to Lovirdes and Brussels the past several 
weeks on church business > and when he returned to Munich he called us to let 
us know he was back. A meeting was arranged with him for 30 Septeniber. 

2. AECASSCMAR7 3 said he saw AECASSOWARY 27 on the eve of the latter's 
departure for PBPRBffi on 23 September. The only significant thing he had to 
report here was that AECASSOWARY 27 failed to hold the press conference as 
he originally had planned. (See DIR- 38326.) 

3. AECASSOWARY 3 said that while he was in Brussels he and several of his 
church colleagues chanced to meet and ^eak with several Ukrainians visiting 
the Fair from the Soviet Union. One of these Ukrainians^ unidentified by 
name; was a young teacher from Lvov who apparently was a teacher in an orphanage 
which was either supported by or was connected in some way with local 
basilian fathers. Having identified AECASSOWARY 3 to be connected with the 
church, this teacher revealed that some of his basilian friends in Lvov had 
instructed him to seek out and pass some inf^^tlon to one^f three basilian 
fathers in the west, whom he identified to l:|^fhu MISKIV aim Ireneus NAZARKO 

of Rome, and^^olodyrnyr GAVLICH of Vienna. TMs teacher refused to reveal more 
information 'than this about this matter; however, he did say that he and the 
grotq> he was travelling with expected to visit Rome during the latter part 
of S^tember and first week of October, and that he would probably look for 
MISKOV, et. al. idien in Rome. 

1;. Other than the above information, AECASSOWARY 3 had nothing f\irther 
of an operational nature to report.
